Council to consider fee 
schedule, new standards 


Upland City Council 7 p.m. Mon- 
day will consider implementation of 
a fee schedule for the growth 
management plan as well as 
development standards for the 
northwest section of Upland. 

Early proposals for the fee 
schedule would not provide any in- 
crease for water connection, sewer 
connection, or construction and 
grading permits. 


Increases were proposed for park 
purchase and development, sanitary 
sewer facilities, storm drain 
development, and traffic facilities, 
with proposed increases ranging 
from $100 to $630. 


The city staff has been discussing 
those proposals with Upland 
Chamber of Commerce com- 
mittees 

The council will also consider 
development standards for 


northwest Upland. The staff 
recommendation reaffirms single- 
family residential development of a 
maximum of four homes per acre 
for the area lying west of Mountain 
Avenue. 

Other standards would provide for 
planned community zoning to con- 
trol location, density, timing, and 
design of development. 

Staff recommendations are in- 
tended to provide flexibility in 
development of the northwest sec- 
tion and to encourage creative 
designs for residential development 
as well as conservation of open 
space. 

The staff also recommends 
realignment of the northeast exten- 
sion of Benson Avenue and all 
collector streets between the 
Foothill Freeway route and the 
northern city limits.

The conditional-use 
permit would make the restaurant 
and lounge a conforming use. 

— A conditional-use permit to con- 
struct an office building on the north 


side of Ninth Street west of Third . 


Avenue in a planned unit civic 
center zone.

After a 90-minute tour of parts of 
Ontario people seldom see, federal 
officials indicated Tuesday the 
county will get $225,000 it has been 
seeking for a drive to control roof 
rats. 

“If you resolve your concerns 
with the state, you’re in business,” 
John Gallagher, an official with the 
federal Center for Disease Control 
in Atlanta, told county environmen- 
tal health specialists. 

The state health department will 
contract with the county En- 
vironmental Health Services 
Department for a program to 
eliminate an infestation of roof rats 
in Ontario. Roof rats can transmit 
numerous diseases, including the 
plague. 

The center, part of the U.S. 
Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, will award the funds to 
the state, possibly within the next 
month. The contract between the 
state and the county may take 
longer to complete. 

The target area will cover 191 
blocks in Ontario, most of them in 
the city’s northeast section, 
although neighborhoods in the 
northwest and southeast sections 
are included.

Space shuttle an asset

Imagine that the year is 
1492 and only one country in 
Europe has an ocean-going 
ship capable of making 
round trips to the New 
World. Consider what such 
a monopoly would have 
meant to that country. 

Now consider this: The 
year is 1977, and only one 
country has a spacecraft 
capable of making cargo- 
carrying trips into space 
and back. The country is the 
United States, the 
spacecraft is our new 
‘space shuttle,’’ and the 
significance of our position 
is fully comparable to my 


hypothetical European 
country on the eve of 
Columbus’ famous voyage. 


We are not attempting to 
exploit our monopoly posi- 
tion for our own commer- 
cial advantage, nor would it 
be wise to do so. Indeed, we 
have invited other countries 
to participate in the 
shuttle’s work. They can 
contribute significantly by 
helping to ‘‘develop the 
market.’’ But our monopoly 
does give us the means to 
insure our military security 
in space, if necessary. 


What are the commercial 
possibilities? Obviously we 
don’t know them all yet, any 
more than the Europeans of 
1492 knew what to do with 


Committee oks 
anti-porno bill 


Legislation by state 
Assemblyman Bill McVittie 
(D-65) attacking the child 
pornography industry in 
California won unanimous 
approval in the Senate 
Judiciary Committee Aug.

Homeowners may file 
late exemptions claims 


Californians who owned 
and occupied a home as 
their principal residence on 
March 1, 1977, and who did 
not apply in time for 
homeowner’s exemption on 
their property tax are eligi- 
ble for 80 percent of that ex- 
emption, provided they file 
a claim with their county 
assessor before 5 p.m. Dec. 
11967: 

Iris Sankey, member, 
State Board of Equaliza- 
tion, announced that per- 
sons who have been ineligi- 
ble for homeowner’s ex- 
emption since 1968 because 
they received public 
assistance may also apply 
to their assessor for the ex- 
emption.

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the New World. But some of 
the speculation is in- 
triguing. 

Because of two conditions 
that exist in space — zero 
gravity and near-perfect 
vacuum — certain things 
can be accomplished there 
that would be impossible, or 
at least extremely difficult 
on earth. A common exam- 
ple is the perfect ball- 
bearing. Metal melted in 
space would form a perfect 
sphere. 

I doubt, however, that the 
demand for perfect ball- 
bearings would justify the 
cost of ferrying commercial 
quantities of steel up and 
down. Other possibilities 
are much more exciting. 
Some metals that refuse to 
mix on earth can be alloyed 
in space. And extremely 
pure crystals can be grown 
there with comparative 
ease. Such experimentation 
could lead to dramatic new 
developments in solid-state 
electronics, including im- 
provements in the direct 
conversion of sunlight to 
electricity. 

This last point is especial- 
ly important, because the 
shuttle brings us closer to 
practical solar power in 
another way. Engineers say 
it is technically feasible to 
construct a satellite which 
would convert sunlight into 
electricity, then send the 














power to earth in a 
microwave beam, where it 
would be converted for con- 
ventional commercial dis- 
tribution. 

The advantages of such a 
system are numerous. 

First, sunlight is much 
stronger in space than it is 
after passing through our 
atmosphere. 

Second, there are no 
clouds, storms, etc., to in- 
terfere with the satellite’s 
reception (and microwaves 
will penetrate bad 
weather). 

Third, a satellite can he 
positioned to remain always 
in sunlight, something no 
point on the earth’s surface 
is able to do. 

Obviously, the feasibility 
of such a power system 
would be enhanced by hav- 
ing the means to put the 
satellite in orbit and keep it 
in repair, and making im- 
provements in the direct 
conversion of light to elec- 
tricity. And the shuttle 
promises both. 

The biologists, too, will 
have their opportunities. 
The unique conditions in 
space may permit cheaper 
production of certain costly 
medicines. Also, there is 
the promise of research 
breakthroughs here, just as 
in chemistry, physics and 
metallurgy. 

On a more mundane but 





equally important level, the 
shuttle will enable us to do 
better what we are already 
doing in space: vastly im- 
proved communications 
satellites, more detailed 
geological and crop surveys 
of the earth’s surface, 
better weather forecasting, 
ete. 

All of this will be possible 
because the shuttle can lift 
heavier, larger, and more 
delicate equipment into or- 
bit than the ‘‘disposable” 
rockets of the past. 

What’s it worth to us? 
Probably a lot more than 
we think right now. 
Remember, Manhattan 
Island was once reckoned 
worth $24 in beads.

Having a meal in a lovely 
outdoor setting is one of the 
joys of summer. Food 
infection from bacteria, 
however, can dim that joy. 

In planning your picnic, 
remember that the simpler 
the meal is, the safer it is 
likely to be. If you are in a 
mood to do fancy cooking, 
complete with cream 
sauces, custard fillings and 
other rich foods, prepare 
and serve such a meal at 
home where you can control 
the temperature at which 
your food is stored and 
served. Don’t plan such 
food for a picnic. 

Food that is kept at room 
temperature for any length 
of time becomes a breeding 
ground for a variety of 
bacteria, many of which 
can cause food poisoning — 
a disorder that can range 
from severe discomfort to 
acute danger. The interlude 
of time between when you 
prepare your food at home 
and when, having arrived at 
your destination, you finally 
eat your picnic is more than 
time enough for the 
bacteria to flourish. 


If you are trying to keep 
food cool, it should be kept 
below 40 degrees; hot foods 
should be above 140 
degrees. An insulated box 
with a tight-fitting cover 
will keep food cool for a 
short period of time, but ice 
melts rather quickly in hot 
weather and should be 
replaced oten. If you can 
manage it, you are much 
safer using a small portable 
refrigerator which operates 
off your car battery. 

Here are some picnic 
safety pointers: 


— it you want to include 
cooked foods in your meal 
and you prefer to do the 
cooking at home, freeze the 
food when it is done and 
keep it frozen. When you 
are ready to eat, heat it, 
preferably to 165 degrees. 

— Make your sandwiches 
at the picnic site, not at 
home. Your safest choice 
for fillings are meat 
products, chicken and 
meat salads, provided they 
have been kept in the 
original, unopened, vacuum 
- packed jar or can. Be sure 
to check the label to make 
sure that the contents do not 
require refrigeration. 

— Include fresh fruits and 
vegetables in your picnic 
menu. Wash them before 
leaving home. 

— Bring your own 
drinking water. 

— Protect your food from 
flies and other 
contamination. 

— Don’t let anyone with 
sores, cuts or boils prepare 
the food. 

If someone in your group 
does develop food infection, 
it will probably first 
manifest itself by 
abdominal discomfort, 
diarrhea, headache, chills 
and fever. 

If the onset is fairly rapid 
(within two hours after 
eating), it may help to try 
to get any victims to vomit 
by sticking a finger down 
their throats or having 
them drink a mixture of 
mustard and lukewarm 
water. If the illness does not 
develop until later (and it 
may be as long as 72 hours 
after eating the infected 
food), induced vomiting will 
not help. 

It is important to get the 
victim to a doctor as soon 
as possible since persistent 
vomit and diarrhea can 
cause dehydration, and 
shock may develop. 

Picnics need not be 
spoiled by such disasters. 
Keep them simple, and the 
chances are that they will 
be safe. 


You and Your Pet 





An earful 
of trouble

Did you ever spray cr 
dust flea powder over your 
pet, only to discover that 
your pet still scratches its 
ears as much as before? 
Well, maybe you pet’s 
problem is ear mites, not 
fleas. 

Ear mites are small, 
almost invisible eight- 
legged creatures that live 
inside the ear canal of both 
cats and dogs. Like fleas 
and ticks, ear mites pierce 
the skin to feed on the pet’s 
blood and body fluids. 
Unfortunately, the skin 
lining the ear canal is very 
sensitive, and can soon 
become inflamed and

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intensely itchy. Your pet 
will scratch constantly in an 
attempt to dislodge these 
pests. 

Besides irritating the pet, 
mites also interfere with 
normal wax production in 
the ear. This condition 
favors the development of 
bacterial and fungal 
infections that can cause 
inflammation extending 
past the eardrum into the 
brain. This kind of 
secondary infection can be 
fatal. 

Although mites are 
almost too small to see, 
dark, crumbly debris in the 
ear is characteristic of 
their presence. The frantic 
ear scratching and head 
shaking of most afflicted 
pets is also an obvious clue. 
In long-established cases of 
ear mite infestation, you 
pet may even develop a bald 
spot of red, scaly skin 
behind the ear where the 
hair has been rubbed off. 

An ear infection is not a 
condition that responds to 
home remedies. Your pet’s 
ears are very sensitive, and 
you might cause 
considerable damage to the 
eardrum trying to clean out 
the canal. Pouring water or 
sweet oil into the ear to kill 
the mites rarely kills them 
all and only encourages 
additional complications. 

Proper’ treatment 
consists of washing out the 
debris with an insecticidal 
prepartion that will kill the 
mites. Your veterinarian 
will be able to prescribe a 
product to kill the mites, 
control the accompanying 
fungus or bacteria, and 
remove the waxy deposits 
that encourage their 
presence. 

The treatment must be 
repeated weekly until mites 
apperaing from newly- 
hatched eggs are also 
killed. Sometimes pets are 
reinfected by mites that 
have dropped off onto 
bedding. To prevent 
reinfection, all bedding 
should be thoroughly aired 
and washed. 

Ear mites are seen most 
often in dogs, especially 
breeds with long, heavy 
ears. Although cats are less 
susceptible to this problem 
because of their shorter ear 
canal, a dry, crusty, dirty 
ear is almost a sure sign of 
mite infection in either 
animal.

“ Little leisure 
at fairgrounds 


Naturally, the highest a 


point of activity on the 
huge Los Angeles County 
Fairgrounds is during the 
17 days of the annual ex- 
position in early fall. In 
fact, the entire month of 
September is occupied 
with preparing for the 
event with painting, 
remodeling, gardening — 
and taking in the thou- 
sands of entries in the 
many competitive divi- 
sions. 

But how about the other 
11 menths? 

To many people’s amaze- 
ment, nearly 800,000 people 
used the many facilities on 


to pigeon shows, from drag 
racing to horse shows and 
sales, from trailer rallies 
to antique auto shows, for 
television commercials to 
gem shows — in fact, just a 
little bit of everything 
takes place on the grounds. 

There is no way that fair 
officials can determine the 
economic impact on the 
City and surrounding areas 
from these uses. 

For example — the 
National Hot Rod As- 
sociation’s annual Winter- 
nationals, a major event 
attracting drivers from all 
over the nation, attracted 
some 86,000 people in 1976. 

The majority of these 
people spend from two 
weeks to two days in the 
area, spending money for 
lodging, food, gasoline and 
all the little~extras. Part 
time employment for local 
people added many more 
dollars. 

The same holds true with 
the extensive horse train- 
ing programs going 
throughout the year. Show 
horses — stabled in Carna- 
tion Barn — operate with 
half a dozen trainers filling 
the 105 stalls with top 
animals. The training 
program for young 
thoroughbreds getting 
their track experience br- 
ings many more people to 
the grounds. 

A Boy Scout house where 
troops from the area hold 
regular meetings has long

Some 3,000 Scouts use the 
facility during the year. 
Small stock shows — 
poultry, pigeons, rabbits,

Another source of in- 
come to the City of 
Pomona is the sales tax on 
the various animals sold at 
horse auctions — a figure 
amounting to thousands of 
dollars going into the cof- 
fers. 

Large or small, all of the 
varied activities contribute 
to the total input of ad- 
ditional funds into the 
economy of the area.

Budget reflects 
changing times 


When the Los Angeles 
County Fair started in 1922 
its very modest budget was 
less than $100,000 — and 
that had been difficult to 
obtain. 

Today — 50 fairs later — 
and reflecting changing 
times and inflationary 
costs, the budget for 1976 
was $6,800,956.55! 

Breakdowns are reveal- 
ing — and show what the 
true financial impact of the 
fair is on local area 
economy. 

From the Pomona- 
Diamond Bar area alone, 
the fair employs 350 
persons, many of them full 
time. Salaries and wages 
amount to $448,084.18. Also 
in that area, $809,040.18 
was spent for goods and 
services; race horse 
owners collected $8,785 in 
purses, and several thou- 
sand exhibitors in the com- 
petitive classes collected 
$3,182.25 in premium 
awards a total of 
$1,309,091 .61. 

Within the greater 
Pomona Valley shopping 
area (Claremont, La 
Verne, San Dimas, 
Montclair, Chino, Ontario, 
Upland) an additional 
$959,638.64 is expended for 
the same services. 


(Just for the sake of 
figures: the balance of Los 








Angeles County receives 
another $1,823,161.18; San 
Bernardino County (ex- 
cluding Montclair, Chino, 
Upland and Ontario), 
$846,510.29; Riverside 
County, $143,904.17; 
Orange County, $258,- 
959.85; San Diego County, 
$173,011.87. Other Califor- 
nia counties received $374,- 
652.18.) 


None of these figures 
reflects the many thou- 
sands of dollars spent by 
concessionaires, exhibitors 
— and the fairgoers 
themselves — for salaries, 
supplies and miscellaneous 
expenditures.

It all started right here 
— right here in downtown 
Pomona — hub of business 
in 1922 for a burgeoning 
community of some 10,800 
souls. 

Community leaders were 
concerned: San Bernar- 
dino had benefited im- 
mensely from its National 
Orange Show; Pasadena 
had its Tournament of 
Roses bringing nation wide 
publicity (and business). 

But Pomona had nothing 
— nothing except an idea in 
the minds of a few progres- 
Sive, visionary men. 

Records are not that 
clear, but there is little 
doubt that the concept of a 
fair for Pomona began at a

That baby was just one of 
the 200 or so that get their 
early training on the Los 
Angeles County Fair’s half 
mile track, which this year 
underwent a complete 
renovation involving the 
removal of 9,000 cubic 
yards of dirt from the 
track, working it over and 
then mixing it with 6,000 
tons of plaster sand. 


Costs of the extensive 
operation were shared by 
the fair and the Los 


Angeles Turf Club, which 
uses the track for training 
purposes for both Santa 
Anita and Oak Tree. 

The show horse ring at 
the fair — Carnation Ring 
— is in almost constant use 
throughout the year and at 
fair time, with horses 
working on a rope or being 
driven to cart — or perhaps 
just working out for a trail 
horse class.

Ideas flew back and forth 
— it was discovered that 
the name ‘‘Los Angeles 
County Fair’’ was not 
registered, so it was im- 
mediately adopted. Then 
the loosely-knit group in- 
corporated as a non-profit 
corporation (still in effect 
today). 

Political maneuvering 
brought enough pressure 
on the Pomona City Coun- 
cil to induce that august 
body to purchase 43 acres 
of land from the Vejar es- 
tate at the city limits just 
north and west of the 
Ganesha Hills. 

The bean crop was still 
on the land and nothing 
could be done to the new 
fair site until the crop was 


. harvested. 


That brought a few 


. problems: summer was 


well under way and a date 
of October 17 through Oc- 
tober 21 had been set — and 
there was much to do. 


Local business men 
purchased $28,000 worth of 


stock, but only $23,000 was 


realized as a few failed to 
meet their pledges. Un- 
daunted, the little group 
signed personal notes at 
the three Pomona banks. A 
reluctant County Board of 
Supervisors appropriated 
$10,000, remarking that 
other attempts at produc- 
ing a fair had tailed. 


But the fledgling Los 
Angeles County Fair was 
on its way — with the bean 
crop harvested, work 
started on preparing the 
grounds. A grandstand for 
4,000 people was started 
and a half mile track laid 
out. Access roads were 
built and the grounds were 
fenced. Two cattle barns,

two hog barns and a larger 
barn for the showing of 
livestock were erected. Se- 
cond hand circus tents 
were purchased to house 
the agricultural and hor- 
ticultural displays. 


Despite many setbacks, 
the fair opened on time and 
had a successful atten- 
dance of 49,641. All obliga- 
tions were paid off and the 
personal notes were 
redeemed.

Railway locomotives and 
rolling stock older than the 
Los Angeles County Fair, 
which has a 17-day run, 
Friday through Oct. 2, will 
be among the hundreds of 
free attractions certain to 
entertain, as well as 
educate, the more than 1.2 
million visitors. 

The fair, largest county 
fair in America, is 
celebrating its 50th an- 
niversary with a ‘‘Salute to 
the Golden West’’ theme. 

Railroad exhibits are 
located in three separate 
areas. Full size equipment, 
including seven locomo- 
tives, rolling stock and an 
authentic Santa Fe Rail- 
way depot which houses a 
museum is on permanent 
display at the northwest 
corner of 487-acre Exposi- 
tion grounds. 


A 2-inch scale model 
railroad constructed by 
John Huie is located next 
to the tree-covered Plaza 
of the States and contains 
4,000 linear feet of track, 10 
engines and 60 pieces of 
rolling stock. The exhibit 
takes up 30,000 square feet 
of space. 

Citrus Belt Model 
Railroad is located in the 
School Exhibit adjacent to 
the grandstand.

“They are all so good’’ — ‘‘It’s too bad mere people 
don’t know about all this volunteer work.” 

These are two of the many comments made by judges 
in selecting the winner in the sixth annual ‘‘Women’s 
Service Award,” a competition sponsored by The Daily 
Report. 

They were referring to the myriad comn unity service 
projects accomplished by West End women’s 
organizations entered in the competition. 

These accomplishments and their profound effect on 
the communities involved are tabulated for all to read in 
this special section of The Daily Report, the 11th annual 
Salute to West End Women. 

The 6,516 members of the 86 organizations represented 
in these pages have come to the aid of their communities 
in various ways through direct assistance, monetary 
donations and public support. 

Recipients of money and time donated by these 
community volunteers include the following agencies: 
Girls’ Club of Cucamonga, West End Boys’ Clubs, Inc., 
San Antonio Community Hospital, Chino General 
Hospital, Santa Claus, Inc., American National Red 
Cross, the Rev. Joe Brown’s Crusade for People, CARE, 
Project Concern, Well Baby Clinic in Cucamonga, San 
Bernardino Public Health Department, Muscular 
Dystrophy, March of Dimes, Easter Seal Society, 
Epilepsy Society, Head Start programs, Ontario-Pomona 
Association for Retarded Citizens (OPARC), Inc., Cystic 
Fibrosis, Salvation Army, Juvenile Hall, Meals on 
Wheels, West End Family Counseling Service, Boy and 
Girl Scouts, Christmas baskets, City of Hope, Visiting 
Nurse Association (VNA), Retarded Children’s Special 
Olympics, David and Margaret Home in La Verne, 
Home of the Angels in Ontario, Teen Challenge, Casa 
Colina Hospital of Rehabilitative Medicine in Pomona, 
Neighborhood House in Chino, Heart Fund, Little League 
teams, United Nations Pilgrimage for Youth, World Eye 
Bank, West End United Way and rest and convalescent 
homes and hospitals in the area. 

Needy children are given dental care, innoculations, 
parties, outings and presents, while shut-ins and 
hospitalized patients receive direct care, are entertained 
and assisted by local volunteers. Crippled children, 
veterans and libraries also receive their share of local 
clubwomen’s generosity. 

During the year, women also have their attention on 
legislation, ecology and preservation of heritage. 

Community projects have included compiling resource 
lists, sponsoring high school clubs, presenting cultural 
programs in music, theater and the arts, perpetuating 
American heritage, patriotism and the Constitution, 
promoting wider knowledge of government and voter 
participation and sponsoring public forums and seminars 
on topical issues and for political candidates. 


In the political and social arena local clubwomen also 
have emphasized and worked for international goodwill 
and peace among nations, have sent medical supplies to 
Israel, have supported schools and hospitals in the Mid- 
East, have promoted legislation and have plarned 
various community projects. 


To improve the ecology of the West End, clubs have 
recycled glass and aluminum cans, have planted trees, 
written protest letters, had poster clean-ups following 
elections, circulated petitions and preserved the 
artifacts and history of the area. 


Educational projects during the past club year have 
been: providing scholarships and educational loans, 
holding seminars , sponsoring poster and essay contests, 
donating teaching aids , dealing with self-development, 
improving international relations, sending delegates to 
Girls’ State, establishing Reading Is Fundamental 
programs, holding leadership conferences and 
establishing tutoring funds. 


The loan closet of medical equipment at the Salvation 
Army was kept supplied, visually handicapped were 
supplied with study materials both through Braille and 
tape recordings, clubwomen acted as hostesses for 
openings of civic buildings and senior citizens were given 
physical therapy. 


Churchwomen of West End parishes also added their 
share of giving funds and goods to missions, sponsoring 
special observances, promoting temperance, assisting 
their parishes and clergymen in whatever way needed 
and doing work for White Cross, American Bible Society, 
World Relief and Released Time Education. : 


This is just a brief summary of the accomplishn rents 


of local clubwomen, many of whom hold full-time 
positions ih the professions and business establishments. 


These endeavors should be recognized not only today, 
but every day by all citizens of the West End.

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How to get 
help with 
housework 


By JEANNE LESEM 
UPI Family Editor 

A working wife who 
wants her husband and 
children to help with the 
housework is more apt to 
get help if she asks for it 
straightforwardly — even if 
she starts a fight by doing 
so. 

So says Terrance D. 
Olson, a family and 
marriage counselor and a 
professor at Brigham 
Young University in Provo, 
Utah. 

Olson calls it blackmail if 
a wife makes pointed 
remarks behind her 
husband’s back or tries 
subtlety. 

“She could say ‘I’m sick 
and tired of doing all this on 
my own. I need your help.’ 

‘Maybe this ... will start 
a fight, but it could have a 
positive effect,’’ Olsen said 
in an interview. ‘‘It’s a risk, 
but it ends up being worth 
taking.” 

He said research shows 
education increases 
flexibility, makes a man 
more willing to be a partner 
with his wife, to help at 
home as Olson himself does 
with his wife, Karen, a 
former schoolteacher. 

“I know the demands (on 
her) are as great or greater 
than mine at school. I have 
pretty much an 8 to 5 day. 
Four mornings a week, I 
take one daughter to 
nursery school. It gives us 
some time together. If I 
can, I put the kids to bed at 
least three nights a week. 
It’s good for all of us. It 
eases the weight of Karen’s 
day.” 

Olson added that 
husbands’ unwillingness to 
cooperate in homemaking 
chores brings on a lot of 
hostility toward men in the 
women’s movement. 

“It’s backlash. We are 
getting exactly what we de- 
serve from the way we have 
treated women. Women 
have been devalued 
historically in this country. 
Our society ridicules men 
for helping at home. Most of 
them don’t know how to do 
housework, and most will 
avoid anything that makes 
them appear incompetent.’’ 

Olson, who has five small 
children of his own, 
believes in early 
involvement in both 
housekeeping and family 
leisure activities. 

If you wait until kids are 
teen-agers, they often 
become rebellious, he said, 
and parents who try brute 
force only make matters 
worse. When that happens, 
Olson suggests admitting 
defeat openly: 

“Say ‘I guess I have to 
admit I can’t force you to 
help to do anything. I need 


your help; things would go.

Why more women still are working

Now we’ve got it settled 
that a woman shouldn't feel 
guilty if she chooses to bea 
homemaker, and shouldn’t 
feel guilty if she prefers to 
be employed. 

The dust has settled from 
that controversy and we 
find a strange phenomenon. 
It’s one of the most distinct 
trends for the late 1960s and 
the 1970s — women are go- 
ing to work, including 
mothers of small children, 
in ever-increasing numbers. 

In 1920, women made up 
only 20 per cent of the 
nation’s work force. In the 
1960s the percentage began 
accelerating and by 1970, 40 
per cent of American 
women were employed. 

Now, in 1977, 49 per cent 
of U.S. women are working 
outside the home. The in- 
crease has hit mothers as 
heavily as it has single and 
childless women. In 1940, 
only 1.5 million mothers 
were employed; by 1970, 
that number had jumped to 
more than 12 million. 

Some Americans approve 
of this trend; others do not. 
But whether we like it or 
not, few of us understand 
what is happening. 

A retired man told me, 
“It’s that women’s move- 
ment, they put ideas in 
peopie’s heads.” 

I couldn't agree with that, 
since most of my friends 
and I were working long 
before we heard of the 
women’s movement. Since 
the emergence of feminism, 
however, we do see our 
work differently. 

I was curious about what 
American women had to 
say about why they worked. 

While traveling 
extensively throughout the 
United States this last year, 
I asked hundreds of women 
that question. 

“Because I like to see my 
children wearing shoes and 
eating breakfast,’’ 
answered one woman. She 
is among the 6.5 million 
women who head 
households alone. She 
works to support a family. 

Even the married woman 
is just as likely to work for 
economic reasons. About 18

per cent of the married 
women who have jobs are 
married to men whose in- 
come is less than $7,000; 
and 15 per cent are married 
to husbands earning less 
than $10,000 annually. 

Another woman, who said 
her husband earned $13,000 
a year, also worked for 
economic reasons. 

“In our city, the average 
house costs $50,000, and you 
can’t find a loan for less 
than 8.25 per cent, so if 


we're ever going to own a 
home, I’ve got to be 
working,” she explained. 

A schoolteacher, whose 
husband also taught school, 
may have been said to work 
for pinmoney, but she sees 
it differently. ‘“‘We could get 
along on my husband’s 
salary, but if we do our 
budget is so tight we can’t 
do much of anything, and 
we end up fighting all the 
time, just because the ten- 
sion gets so bad.” 


Another reason for work- 
ing cropped up among 
women who'd never had 
children, or whose children 
were grown. If they didn’t 
work, they wouldn’t have 
much to do. The average 
American family has fewer 
than three children, women 
are waiting longer to have 
children, and aren’t having 
as Many. 

It is common for a woman 
to find herself with an 
“empty nest’? by mid- or

“I’ve got nearly 30 years 
to go before my husband 
retires, and I don’t care for 
tennis or bridge.’ Thirty 
years is a. long stretch of 
boredom,’’ commented a 
woman who now teaches 
sociology at a community 
college. 

It was a nurse who first 
mentioned how much she 
hated to be off work for 
more than six months.

my field changes rapidly. I 
can’t afford to lose touch, 
and more than that, I don’t 
want to... I’ve been 
educated for this work.” 
The high level of educa- 
tion among many women is 
a factor in their career in- 
volvement.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 


A girl born in 1975 can- 


expect to live to be 76.5 
years old, the National 
Center for Health Statistics 
said today. A 1975 boy will 
live on the average 68.7 
years. 

Without regard to sex, the 
life expectancy of a child 
born in 1975 is 72.5 years — 
a record high rate 
exceeding slightly the 72.4 
year life expectancy rate 
projected in provisional 
estimates last summer. 

Final 1975 life and death 
statistics show the death 
rate also was a record low, 
and lower than predicted 
earlier. 


Death rates increased in 
1975, 


the 15 leading. causes, of. 
death, the center said: 
Influenza and pneumonia, 


the latest year. specialty: 
reported, for only” three of “déals” with & treat 


reflecting an epidemic last 
winter; cancer, which 
remains the second leading 
killer; and suicide. 

The cancer increase was 
not as great, however, as 
the provisional statistics 
predicted. 

Although the rate of death 
from heart disease 
declined, heart disease 
remains the nation’s 
leading killer. 

Declining death rates and 
increasing life expectancy 
are more favorable for 
whites than for persons of 
other races, the center said.
